In Others’ Words 
Why These Taxes? 


Last session at Ottawa Finance 
Minister Abbott ammounced that he 
had hundreds of millions of a sur- 


plus. Yet he could not see his way 
clear to reduce taxes. It is inter- 
esting, therefore, to look at the 


record of Federal Government tax 
collections for the first seven 
months of the fiscal year, April 1 
to October 31. 

Excise taxes have amounted to 
335 million, 533 thousand dollars. 
The eight per cent sales tax ac- 
counted for approximately 200 mil- 
lion of this. 

Excise duties have brought the 
Treasury another 112 million, 335

thousand dollars. ! 


This is a total of 447 million, 888 
thousand, or 37 million, 687 
thousand more than Ottawa collect- 
ed in the like period a year ago. 

All consumer taxes, these are 
part of the price which the public 
must pay for what it eats, wears 
and uses. 

But in the same seven months the 
government has obtained a surplus 
of revenues over expenditures of 
541 million, 673 thousand dollars. 

In other words, it could have done 
without any sales tax and all the 
other excise duties and taxes and 
still had 98 million, 671 thousand 
dollars more than it needed.

In fact, it’s time the 
alarm clock awoke to the fact that 
Canadians are weary of excessive 
taxation.
